The Housing of School 


Pupils 
Where? 


According to the last census Lima was the eleventh city in the state in popu- 


lation. Every one who has observed our growth in the last five years knows that Lima 
already holds better than eleventh place. The last five years have been, however, a 
period of prosperity and rapid growth in all the larger cities. All have in this time ex- 
pressed confidence in their future by extended improvements entailing the expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars. The people of Lima renewed their pledge of loyalty to her 
advancement in their support of the $750,000 city bond issue at the April election. 
This places Lima from the standpoint of streets and other city improvements, among 
the most progressive cities in the state. But parents should remember that the schools 
have been long neglected. While most of the cities have school bonds approximat- 
ing the amount of city bonds outstanding, the school bonds outstanding in Lima are 
only about one-tenth of the city's indebtedness at the present time. Even by the pas- 
sage of the school bond issue on August 8th, the school indebtedness for Lima will be 
far below the average. 


The State has investigated local school conditions and unless favorable action 


is taken by the people before the next school year, the State Inspector has ordered 
that children shall be removed from the school buildings reducing the number to the 
requirements of the State Building Code. He has found the High School and six of 
the twelve grade buildings overcrowded. 
According to his orders approximately 


1,000 children would be removed from the overcrowded schools to temporary or rent- 
ed quarters. These orders have been obeyed in other cities. They Avill have to be 
obeyed Vre. Would you prefer that your own ehild should be removed from the 
school to temporary quarters or that the city sHhool buildings should be increased to 
give every child his fair opportunities for an education1? The Board has decided that 
the people should settle the question on August 8th. 


It is, of course, expected and hoped that the people of Lima will show the same 


or even greater regard for their children than for streets and a Avater supply. The 
Board will after August 8th erect new schools if the people so desire, otherwise tho 
State will act in accordance v.ith its findings and orders.

At the Bureau of Fisher- 
ies bere a special study of aharks 
has been carried on for years with 
a view to finding some

During all of those 


yeara 
heretofore,

have failed to find a single authen- 
tic Instance of a shark attacking a 
pian without provocation In tem- 
perate waters, while 
there 
ha\e 


been very few instances of attaika 
by aharks even in the tropical seas 
where these flsh of prey reach a 
much greater size, and are more fe- 


I roclous. 


There is one variety of shark pop- 


ularly known as the maneater. or 
white shark, which attains a length 
of forty feet, and is probably Iho 
most fearless and voracious of tha 
predatory fishes. Nearly all of Uie 
attacks upon men in tropical waters 
have been blamed upon this flsh. 
It is very rare north of the Carrl- 
bern, however, and 
although 
oc- 


casional Jtragglers have been takim 
as far north aa Cape Cod, these 
have almost 
invariably 
been 
too 


email to be dangerous to man. 


Sharks occur almost 
everywhere 


In salt water, and there are more 
than a dozen species native to the 
Jersey coast, but they are all small. 
A shark eight or ten feet in length 
would be unusual anywhere in the 
coastal waters of the United States 
north of the Gulf, and a shark of 
that size would not be apt to attack 
a man. 


The shark has always inspired ter- 


ror, despite his comparatively clear 
record, and in order 
to allay 
tha 


fears of their guests, summer resort 
concerns have 
repeatedly 
offered 


standing rewards for any authentic 
instance of a shark killing a man 
Thus in Florida there was c stand- 
ing offer of a thousand dollars for 
proof of guilt on the part of a shark, 
and a New York newspaper for a 
long time carried daily a statement 
that $500 would bo paid to anyone 
•who could prove tbat a Bhark liad 
attacked a man along the Atlantic 
coast of the United 
States 
There 


•was ne\er any applicant for one of 
these offers, and the resort proprie- 
tors were able to pet scientific back- 
ing for their assertions that sharks 
are not a real menace at any Amer- 
ican watering place. 


Then came three horn Wo deaths 


at popular rcsoits within a few <la\s, 
brinfiing a veritable panic upon the 
•watering places 
Despite steel ncf? 


that were laid in the surf and patrols 
In motoiboats armed 
with 
rifles, 


bathers ru-ue become few and deep- 
water shimmers 
have disappeared 


entirely. Far more fatal 
accidents 


have attracted less attention 
and 


caused less terror. The mystery and 
suddenness of the 
shark's attack, 


the horrible quality of hi» method*, 
the realization that a 
deadly sta 


monster was ranging these water*, i 
which had so long been considered 
as safe as a bath tub, inflamed the 
popular imagination with alarm. 


The scientific wen, however, are 


not «o easily scared 
Taese deaths, 


they say .are the first recorded in- 
stances Of man-killing 
sharks 
ia 


temperate waters, 
and It is quite 


that they will be the last. 


The incident ma> be 
explained in 


various wa>s. 
An unusually 
large 


man-eating bhark may have *tra>e<i 
from his native tropical waters, and 
a scarcity of food flsh may 
have 


forced him to go inshore and at- 
tark the bathers. 
Or, it is pos*ible 


that some native shark may 
have 


reached an unusual si/e. and may 
have been forced: by the came 'cir- 
cumstances to seek human food. 
It 


is also said that a shark might con 
cel\ably acquire a taste for human 
flesh, perhaps by feeding jpon the 
bodies of the drowned, and have 
become an actual man hunter, aa 
tigers sometimes do in India. 


AH of these explanations are ad 


mlttedly improbable, but the occur- 
rence in itself was a most improb- 
able one. 


Spreading steel nets and oatrol- 


inx with motolwoats is not effect!** 
warfare against sharks, either In 
the scientific opinion. With a whole 
roast line open to him, the shark 
can easily avoid both the patrols and 
the nets. But his attack upon hu- 
man beings is almost 
certain 
to 


have been caused by extreme nun 
ger, and the right way to proceed 
against him Is with a hook and line 
temptingly baited. 
One of the best 


baits is the ugly toadflsh, despised I 
by anglers. 
It is a favorite rao-sel 


with the shark, and will Mvc for 
days upon the hook. 
The butterfly 


ray also makes pood bait, and if 
neither of these flsh Is procurable a1 
piece of raw meat will get any shark 
that is really 
hungry 
The

unusually big shark together with a. 
scarcity of natural food explains the,
